Good quality leafy hays, because 
of their high value in proteins, m in­ 
erals, and vitam ins, produce g rati­ 
fying results when fed to poultry, 
poultrymen of Adams county are 
advised by County Agent M. T. 
Hartm an, who has observed that the 
variable feed situation has given 
added encouragem ent to the use of 
this type of feed

th a t poultry feed m ixtures contain 
relatively little corn.
